He was about 
80 years old and was well dressed. 
Mr. Potter was asleep in an adjoining 
room and he was not awakened until 
the robber had commanded his daugh­ 
ters to rem ain silent. 
He jum ped from 
his bed and reached the downstairs hall 
just as the man jum ped through the door 
to the ground.
